LITTLE HOCK—(/p)—The new high- 


way debt refunding act of Hie recent 
special legislative session was upheld 
by the Arkansas Supreme Court Mon- 
day. 


Five separate cares raising various 


questions on the refunding act wore 
decided by the court. 


Justice McHancy wrote the opinion, 


with Justices Smith and Butler dis- 
senting from that part of it which 
held that the tax on gasoline for in- 
dustrial and agricultural purposes is 
not a property tax. 


The decision was expected by state 


officials to result in the immediate 
surrender of millions of dollars worth 
of outstanding bonds for refunding. 


The court .said that probably 40 to 


90 per cent of industrial and agricul- 
tural gasoline tax refunds, which arc 
eliminated by the new act. were 
fraudulent.

Dr. Cornish, young research worker 


at the University of California, be- 
lieves his theory of revivication some 
day may be applied .successfully to 
human beings who have died from 
heart failure, shock, submersion and 
asphyxiation. 


The animal, now known as "IS" be- 


cause it was put to death clinically 
on Friday. April l.'i, appears to he in 
a deep stupor and Dr. Cornish ex- 
plained the dog bus not recovered his 
mental faculties, 


"I hope the dog's brain eventually 


will become restored to the condition 
it was before death, Dr. Cornish said. 


"The dog was dead four minutes 


by medical stanuarus. It was asphyx- 
iated, the heart had stopped beating. 
it ceased to breathe and its blood had 
halted its circulation. There is no 
question that the dog was dead. 


"Then 1 injected hcparin to start its 


heart and dcfibrinutud blood into it* 
veins and within a minute its heart 
was boating, but too rapidly. 


This rupid heart movement, which 


reached 220 beats a miuutu quickly 
wore out the hearts of two dogs on 
which we experimented previously.

be able to apply our methods to save 
human beings.

ing."

when four men in a Ford sedan fail- 
ed to stop for a red light. 


Three policemen gave chase in the 


lace of machine-gun 
fire from the 


fleeing car. 
. Officers overtook the gangsters at a 
filling station only to be covered by" 
machine-guns and disarmed. 


The quartet fled after hitting one 


of the policemen over the head with 
a gun, 


Rumored He Is Dead 


CHICAGO—(#>)—Federal authorities 


seeking John Dtllinger Sunday night 
for the first time took cognizance of 
reports that he might have been slain 
in his Wisconsin flight. 


Melvin H. Purvis, head of the Chi- 


cago Bureau of Investigation office, 
in a statement saying "We are still 
looking for him," added that the gov- 
ernment officers have been "unable 
to confirm reports that he is dead in 
Wisconsin." 


He made his announcement at the 


end of a day which brought no new 
word, he said, of the Indiana despera- 
do's whereabouts.

WASHINGTON.—Backstage maneu - 


vers in the fight against the stock 
market bill—which produced the pres- 
ent wave of propaganda against the 
"Brain Trust"—have fascinated ordi- 
narily blase insiders. 


When you read that the huge Wall 


Street lobby sought to make the con- 
trol act more flexible and to kill the 
section which expressed the intent of 
Congress, it may have sounded per- 
fectly innocent. Why not? 


.Well, the fact was that President 


1 Dick Whitney of the New York ex- 


change and his pals were simply try- 
ing; to product a bill which would be 


* declared unconstitutional by the Su- 


preme Court Those boys want no 
regulation. 


The more flexible Congress makes a 


law by allowing large discretion to a 
federal commission, the more likely 
thfe Supreme Court is to mruder that! 
law by deciding' that Congress has 
delegated too much legislative power. 


And the "intent" section contains 


an all-important declaration t h a t 
stock exchange transactions are trans- 
actions in interstate commerce. 


Precedents indicate that the court 


would kill the law if it passed with- 
out that declaration. 


The country has been led to be- 


lieve that the original 60 per cent 
margin requirement—cut to 45 per 
cent in the House bill and left dis- 
cretionary in the Senate bill—was de- 
signed to curb speculation or to pro- 
tect lending bankers and brokers. 


But the real idea of the bill's fram-

A similar call to the House produced 
the desired result. 


But MeKellar was sore. He had 


been working hard on the bill and 
insisted on introducing it at once as 
an administration measure. 


It didn't make much difference. Me- 


Kellar was willing to tack on White 
House amendments later. 


Toklo Not So Astute 


The Japanese threat to use force to 


"preserve peace" in China, directed 
at other nations, means one of two 
things, in the private opinion of dip- 
lomats here: 


1. Japan hopes to blackjack China 


into recognizing Manchukuo; or 


2. Take vigorous steps toward es- | 


tablishing a protectorate over China 
by pushing communications systems 
on from Manchuria. 


In any event, important news is ex- 


pected from the Far East unless the 
Japanese government decides the re- 
action of other powers is too 
firm. 


Japan can make China do anything 
Japan wants if the powers don't stop 
her.
